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2022 KFJC Hooded Long Sleeve T-Shirt. Design by J. Visher 


"The Night Owl" hooded long-sleeve t-shirt depicts a barn owl perched in a barren tree, basking in the 
glow of a crescent moon and is the last in our trinity of nocturnal flying creature donation gifts. Along with 
2018's moth hoodie and 2019's bat t-shirt featuring a refractive silver silkscreen ink, this time with hand 
drawn lettering winding down the sleeves is one of our humble, and apt, declarations "YOUR SOURCE" 
on the right "FOR SOUND" on the left. The barn owl is native to the hills of Los Altos and in fact, they are 
such successful predators that they inhabit the vast majority of the world (much like our listenership) and 
exhibit a highly recognizable and unnerving vocalization; a terrifying screech that can chill the blood 
(similar to our air-sound). Printed on a unisex, 4.2 oz. Bella + Canvas 100% Airlume combed & ringspun 
cotton (soft, like owl feathers) hooded jersey in black. 


Also a Bay Area native, J. Visher is a multi-discipline, trvly vnderground, visual artist who spent the first 
half of his life being bombarded directly by our 108 watt transmitter, corrupting fundamentally his aural 
leanings, and who reports that he is humbled and honored for the opportunity to complete this ritual in 3’s 
for KFJC in solidarity with, and support for, one of the last bastions of volunteer driven, community 
supported, 24-hour radio, for all sentient beings... but especially, the creatures of the night.
